^Vc ceiluinly think ilial tliore id some room 
r.ir iiiiproveinciit in ilie iiiiiiiiici- in wliich tiie 
lui.~iiics3 of tlio muuicipality is curi'ied ou by 
tin; uieinburs of tho CouDcil. A lilllo inoic 
circumspectioii iu tlio movea they make, and a 
liltlo more forbearance on tUe, part of indivi- 
dual members will) regard to the opinioDS and 
feelings' of their fellow labourers, wonldgo.far 
to render tbcir shtlngg productive of creator 
renslts nud greater liaiiuoiiy of iiiovcmciil 
than hitlierto. Xo one cmi iloubt tlm intcii- 
lion of the Mayor iiiiil Coiiiiuii to forwani 
the interests ol tie city by every means in 
their power. 'J'liey nvecili/oin as well its we ; 
our interests are llieir iiilercsts. 'I'liron^^'li 
Iheni wo must expect to have our municipal 
vigUts properly looked after. Accordingly, 
we are glud to perceive that it is at least the 
desire of the Council to have tho question of 
the town-site thoroughly ventilated. They 
are determined to bring our claim before the 
Colonial Department of tho llome Govern- 
ment. This is what we want. 'I'lie ilenumds 
of the people of thi-t colony, and thii city in 
partiouhir, upon (lie Home aiitliorities I'or 
justice, have been so AuMcA and weakenoil in 
pns3iii<f through I ho .lames' l!ay laboratory, 
that they scarcely proihice a re-jionse. We 
have now got a status that entitles us to ap- 
peal to heaihiuarters. \Ve want no more* 
go-betweens who are alVaiil, or too careless to 
make a bold appeal to the iloiiic Government 
lor fair play towards us. Uur Executive 
shifts the blame upon the shoulders of the 
lIoiiic aulhoi itics, and tolls us that the decision 
of tlie tiuestion bol^yecn us and tho Uudson 
Bay Company mnat bo made there; That be- 
ing tho case, wo think Mr. Dicks is per(ectly 
right in desiring the Corporation to memorial- 
jze.tb the Dnko of Newcastle and lay before 
him a full statement of liie way i.i which our 
interests have been ncgkcted and sacrifieed 
tothoae of the Hudson's Day Company. 'I'he 
Imperial tiovernnient has gi^-en us plaiuly to 
understand that wo must bo a selt'snpportiiiy; 
colony. They ought then at the same time 
see that we are not tu be deprived of the 
means of supporting ourselves. The cily of 
Victoria must, for a long lirao to come, be the 
principal dependence of this colony for sup- 
port It :i8 only foir, then, that our city 
sboald have all the assiatanco that it is in the 
power of the Imperial Government to give it. 
So far we must agree with the intentions of 
the City, Council, as shown by the sitting ou 
Monday evening. But wo cannot lielp feel- 
ing that there seemed loo great a desire on 
tho part of some of tho members to ni.-h the 
matter through with a rather niidignilied 
Imsto. A snbji'ct of so much iniporlauce to 
tho city ought to rcecive thorough con- 
sideration Ironi the whole Council. AVe 
do not like the idea of two members 
tryln{5 to take advantage of the absence of 
half the council, to carry out their patlicular 
views in an undertaking of such vital ino< 
maai to'us alii It' would have been much 
raqj-e^''oroditaWe to. MoM^^ Copland and 
Hioks to have delayed their motion for an- 
oth6t '^y.ohipg in defers the opinion of 
the Mayor and reranining Councelor. "We 
all know how it sometimes happens that tho 
absence of one member may causa tho de- 
feat of a strong government tlu-ough a pieeo 
of parliamentary maniEveting. lJut no uno 
would look upon that defeat as anything 
more than a inero lenipoiary sneoess, and 
not a triumph of prineii'.les uf tbe i!|.iiosition. 
So with our Council. .Mes.>irs. Copland ami 
Hicks mialU succeed in (me uieolia^ uf 
the Conni'il in having Mr. MoCiuro named 
as the r.epresenlative of the City Council, 
and the hearer of their memorial, and the 
majority of the full Council at their very 
nest meeting might pass, such resolutions as 
would completely frustrate the temporary 
triftmph.ot; the promoters of the first move. 
Thus' it will be perceived that it would have 
boon much bolter iftlip matter had been luft 
for another iiKSOting. We cann it howovor 
defend the .Mayor's views oi his duty on 
sucli an occasion. It would Ijo absurd tu 
urge that ho wonKI be ju^lilied in refusiii;^ 

' to act as chairman foi a iiorlioii ;j( iho Coun- 
cil — say a mere ([nuruni — where ho would 
fuel himsoll b;uind to observe th'-. wi.she.s 
nf tho wholo body. No one uai_^doubt 
but that the ^ayot would, have pal 
Mr. Hicks' resolution had all the Coun- 
cil |been present. That id wiiatheis there 
ffr^lliat is ttie'i olinirraan'a duty as long 
as there is a quorum and a. motion as to a 
matter within the scope of tho charter is 
properly made and seconded. Wo cannot 
see how the Mayor can lawfully refuse to 
Piilt^il^jto ahe vote. If ho had that power 
tliprip..W{>uld bo no end to the Iroublo that 
vould ensue. There have indoe.l boon cases 
in which the Mayor of a city ha.s rofused to 
put a motion to tho vote, but evon then the 
justification allompled tcj be set u[i was that 
the resoliiliou was contrary to the charter. 
There is no suuli uxense hi our case ; and 
even if ^it wore thought .so, it would he far 
better to leave it to others to decide the 
legal point than for tho Mayor to use his dis- 
cretion. It is then the Mayor's duly to put 

, resolutions. He has no vote e.vonpt in cise 
of a tie, and that must be caused by an 
equality of councillors on oaoh nide, without 
reokouing tho Mayor as a coanoillor, as Mr.

The Great War. 

I!y tho arrival of the Overland mail by the 
Kli/a Anderson, wo have no news ol special 
iinpottaiico from the seat of war. On the 
Potomac tho Confederates seem to hold their 
own.: an^Qth"e''Fiyerarnia appeans 
to guard the entrance to Maryland via Shep- 
pardstown. Tho armies are watching each 
other. In Kentucky a fijihi is reported. Tho 
Confederates are there in sliong lorci!. Far- 
lhcr,south, Gen. Price is collecting an army 
to operate on the Ohio and Mobile rail road. 
Tho nios'. e.vo tingnsws is about th» Confeder- 
ate nrivatoei Alabama. This vessel is a worthy 
iuceessor to the .Suinptor and Nashville, ap- 
paronlly creating as much notoriety as Paul 
Jones' ship in tho rovolulionary war. Sho 
Ims burnt up about a dozen whalers near 
Fayal. Insurance has consequently gone 
up. President Davis has issued a proclatna- 
tion oondemning Federal ofBners to hard 
labor,if.Linoola's emancipation proulamation 
be carried out The elections are coming 
off. Nearly everywhere the Domocrals are 
gainiue;. The fear is that if the Domocrals 
be successful, they will chango the face of 
tho war, because from their conservative 
Idudencioa, they would prefer to surrender 
almost anything to the south rather than to 
aeknowledge their independence. The Re- 
publicans—the Free-soileri— ara idtra-irn- 
bued with ubulitiou ideas — favor emancipa- 
tion, and tho unconditional subjugation of 
the rebels in the south. A majority of Demo- 
crats reiurned during the fall elections is 
really something to be serioasly feared by 
the administration. Steamer after next we 
shall probably learu how the state elections 
have gnno in the Free and Border !^tl>les. 

Mail Communioation with the Coa'Jt 
Settlements. 

For a long lime back the unsatisfactory 
nature of our postal fonirnuniealion with 
Nanainio and the few other poinU of nettle- 
mont on Iho coast north of this place has 
been the source of groat coiii plaint. Time 
and again have wo had letters from the u<i- 
fottunate residents of those placoj, urging 
their claims for some more civilized treut- 
mcnt on the part of the Goverument. The 
latter, however, have been more an.viuus to 
jive a salaried Magistrate the bouetit of tho 
revoin:e derived from those districts, than tu 
provide tho lax-payor with re^'ular miiil 
communication. It would seoni as if those 
who control our alfairs labored undor the 
idea that tliere niuet bo a quid jtio 71/0 for 
uvury service rendered ; that lilllo ur nutli- 
ing can be undettakuu unless it bo pioduc- 
tive uf sufiicient revenue to pay its expenses. 
Suiely a Government never was intended to 
act iu that nuinuer. Kvery member of a com-' 
munity if he gives it a thought, makes up his 
mind that tho machinery of Govcrninoot and 
such public works and duties as may bo per- 
formed by it for the public bencQt, must be 
paid for— without regard to whether these 
work.s shall in return yield a revenue (0 the 
Governnient or not. Ju;tico must be admin- 
istered, uur lives and our properly protected, 
no matlci' what it casts. Kvery eiiliyhtened 
government leels itsell bound to furnish i'.s 
nubjocls with a proper postal system. If it 
can bo made to pay (or itself at the outset, 
wliy wjII and good ; but if not its expense 
•liould be defrayed from the general revenue— 
for mail communication there should be ut all 
events. Great ioduceuteutb have lately been 
held out to persons wishing to take up laud in 
our fertile northern districts. Our Govern- 
ment iu making them has tacitly pledged it- 
self to do all that is rcipiircd of it to render 
tho po.sitiou of thojo who have availed them- 
selves of its olTors, as safe and desirable as 
Iiossiblo under the eircuinslaiiecs. Such be- 
ing tho case the new settlers have a ri^^hl to 
ask that they shall have the means ol com- 
municating regularly with their Irieuds — of 
making known their wants, and ol obtaining 
supplies IVuni town wheu • necessary. A 
regular weekly mail comntunication with 
all the settlements uj) the Coast surely 
would not cost a great deal, but even it it 
should, the advantages to be gained from 
it would ill the long run more than compen- 
sate for its temporary expense. The fact of 
being within roach us it were of \'ieloria, of 
hearing regularly from the outer world, would 
go far to solttn the discomfort of a settler's 
lile, and take away a strong ol)jectioii to re- 
moving oiicsell to those cute," di.-ilriets. It.'- 
sides this, it would have to iiomu c.ttenl the 
i.dl'ecl of developing our coasting trade, and 
placing it ujiun a .surer basis. Tho occupants 
of any district could easily make 'known their 
wants by lottci, and Iw regularly supplied by 
our small. craft. 

We can Bed nothing to prevent tho iohabil- 
ants of Cowiehan, Xauaimo, and Comax, from 
having their weekly mail this winter. The. 
people of districts iu Canada aud the eastern 
provinces, quite as reraoto from civilized ceu- 
trcs as our settlements, have their papers and 
Ictter.s regularly, weekly or semi-weekly, as the 
case may be. Tho postofficc is kept by one of 
tho settlers, aud the mails conveyed through 
the wilderness 011 horseback. We have this 
ailvaiilagc over the countries just siiokeu ut', 
that we aro not conliricd tu laud can iiige, as 
our settlements are everywhere approachable 
by water ; consef(uoutly, there can bo no o.\- 
cnse for the absence uf a mail system exienil- 
ing up the coast, but the want o( energy or 
coiiipotcnco on tho part of tho Eseoulive.

The pyritona 
copper oro ol Cornwall is valued at SSO to 
§100 per ton. In 1S67 tho value of tho cop- 
per produced by llie Cornwall and Devon 
mines alone, was .'^l),08.l,'--0, during which 
year, 289,768 Ions of ore produced 18,015 
tons of metal — being (! 5-lij per cent. 

The mines of" The Devon Great Cuiisoli- 
dalod Company,'' liavu paid enoi'iliousiy . In 
1811 the total ai'sossment per share was l-.l. 
In .faiinary. IS.j,;, liic diridonds reached Sl,- 
7110 por .ibaro. The rich portion of Ihi.i mine 
was reacliotl al tho depth of 106 feet. In 
IS.'ii), ten shali.f were worked, of whioh the 
deoiiest was <!00 feet. 

A share of the Wheal Bullor luiiie cost 
originally ^i't dollars; it was worth in 1853 
I5(),I25 per share. 

In Australia — Tho Burra Burra Mine pro- 
duced 5(i,48'2 tons of ore iu 5 years, ending 
September, 1850, averaging 40 per cent, (d 
copper, and worth S3,(j'J(),510. None of the 
divideiis wcro lo.ss than 50 par cent, upon 
the nominal capital, and somo ol them have 
been at tlie rate of '.21)0 per cent. 

Lake Superior Minos — Tho copper in 
ihosu mines occur almost wholly in a metallic 
state. It is diffused through cjuarlz veins in 
small particles, like gold in its matrix, and 
is separated in the same manner, by stamp- 
ing and washing.

Mine in 1857, was 8497,870. Of Minnesota 
Mine, $736,000. From 1854 to January ISoS, 
the Lake i^uperior mines produced 1U,132 
tons of oppper, worth $8,216,000. 

Mines in Virginia— In Carroll, Floyd and 
Grayson counties, in the southwest, twelve 



or fifteen mines are worked. Tho ore yields 
over 20 por cent, of copper. 
In North Carolina, the Feulriss Mine iu 

(Jnillord county is worked — yield not large. 

In Tennessee a number of mines are worked 
with prolit. The ore sliipiied, averages about 
'JO )ier cent, of co|)per. Five mines have 
yielded 13,000 Ions, worth •'irL.:iOO,000, the per 
centagc of inotal being from 15 to 40 per cent., 
and .O.OOO tons of 5 to 10 per cent, worth 
.^'200,000. 

The shipments of the Kurcka mines were 
worth -5150,000 in 1858 ; of the Loudon .Mine, 
?'JOO,000. 

In New Jersey are several mines in tho red 
suudstoue, not profitable. They all contain 
the richest varieties ol ore, but in ioaullicicut 
i|uautitie3. • . ' 

In (Jonncctlcut the Bristol Mine has been 
worked fur year.", but has not paid. 

In Chili and Pern many rich copper mines 
are worked. They lie in the Andes. Vield 
in 1S,")3, 12,70o tons of eop|ier ; in IS'u, the 
e.xjiorts ol copper ore were ol the value of 
.?! 0,700,580. C'ulderu and llausco aro the 
shipping ports. The ore is all shipped to 
Swaosoa. 

In Cuba paying mines arc also worked. 
Xoruay, hiwedon, Siiain, Italy and Turkey, 

produce more or less copper. 

In I Inngary ,';,U00 tons arc annually |)ro- 
diu-cd. 

Kussiii (principally in the I'lal Mountaiiis) 
produces about (1,50(3 tons [icr annum. 

The copjier mine is, in every country, more 
valuable than either a gold or silver mine. It 
costs far le.-s to work it, and much loss to re- 
duce the ore. 

The geological rormation in which cop])cr 
mines aro found most pioiluetive, are the 
group of mctamorpliic a.ul igneous rock, us 
the mica, talcosa, nrgiliiaceous and horiiblend 
slates, (juartz rock, the granite, gneiss and 
porphyiy, which together make the greater 
portion of the principal mountain ranges in 
the world. 

In Cornwall, g ranite rocks aul slates make 
up the great mining di,-<trict- -the same is true 
ol Auritralis, and along the Apahichians, in 
N'bginia, North Carolina, nnd_ Tennessee. 

In Cuba, roeks id serpcntiuo and metumor- 
phic (piart/, rock produces copper. 

At Lake Superior, tho mines are in trap 
rock. 

In Connecticut, New .leisoy, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, copper mines have been 
found iu the red slates .und sandstones. 

At iMan.-<liold. Tharingia, a stratum of bit- 
umous slate is tho orc-boaring rock. 

Small (piantiiies of grey ore, red or black 
o.vide and native copper arc considered good 
indications of a paying vein The o.xidos, 
carbonates and arseniates ,iio the results of 
the decomiiosition ol tho jirincipal ore. Iron 
pyrites, aroonical iron, oriiloof tin and blende 
are commonly associated with the eoji|>cr 
ores in Cornwall. Near the snrfaco of the 
veins, arc often rotten and filled v.illi what 
miiier.s call ''gossan" — a furnigiiKms earth, 
resulting IVum the decninposition of sul- 
pimrets. This ''gossan'' should always be 
carefully examined iu e.vploring new mines, 
lo detect in it the ores that have resulted 
from tho decomposition of tho lode, and ihus 
obtain some cvidcneo of ilscpiality. 

In the Groat Consol Devon mine, the 
''gossan" extended to a depth of 10.") feet, 
at which point tho lichcsl oto was found 
.\l H[ feet HI depth, the ''gossan" spread out 
lo 1* feel ill wiilih. Brown licuralite or the 
hydralcd o.xidc of iron, fragments of the walls 
of tha mines and ciny are always ingredients 
in the lode. The clay is fretptently found 
hclwecn tho vein and the wall.
